Dailies Strictly” Censored . 


S.M.P. censors had a bosy night 
on the eve of the “August 
13” smniversary when they 
visitea 2 number of Chinese 
newspapers and with the aid 
cf Chinese transiatcrs reduced 
the front-page columns of an 
American-registered ° Chinese 
language newspaper into a few 
advertisements separated by 
blank spaces. 


Cailing at the Chinese-American 
Laily News during the night the 


censors, it was learned, demanded |. 


to read the proofs of the editorials 
and a few news items tefore they 
alow the paper to “go to bed.” 


Their work resulted in the 
cisappearance of a lengthy 
statement issued by Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek, a few 
allegedly anti-Japanese para- 
graphs in the editorials and 
features that were considered 
pelitical in nature, 


Others Snare Fate 
The National Herald, another 
American-registered Chinese lan- 
guage paper, suffered the same 
treatment. Paragraphs were deleted 
from its leading editorials on 

orders issued by the censors. 
Chinese newsmen reported tnat 
the censors were also active in 
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reading and cutting up news 
Jitems appearing in cther foreign- 
registered Chinese newspapers, jn- 
cluding the Shun Pao and Sin Wan 
Fao, the tvo lurgest vernacular 
dsilies in the city. 

According to the newspapermen, 
the censors only on special occa- 
sions visit the dailies’ offices.

Resentment Shown 
The editor of cne of the papers 
ituld THe CHtna Press that 
Chincse newsmen do not resent so 
much the police censorship as fhe

Fapers. 

The editor’ pointed out that 
some of the articles appearing In 
the Sin. Shun Pao,_ Japanese ‘Arty 
orcan, and the Central China 
Daily News, Mr. Wang Ching-Wél's 
mouthpiece here, were extremely 
“provocative” and_ were “more &pt 
to create disturbances among the 
people here.” 

Generalissimo Chiang's  state- 
ment, which was deleted from the 
front page of the Chinese- 
‘ American Daily News, was address- 
‘ed to the Chinese people in the 
{occupied areas. It reviewed the 
‘military developments caring the 
past three years and urged that 
the people co-operate with the 
National Govérnment in the task 
of national salvation.

As 2 result, several 
blanks were noticeable in at least 
one leading Chinese daily. 


Readers of the “Chinese American 
Daily News." generally ‘considered 
ty be a pro-Chungpking organ, were 
very much surprised yesterday morn- 
ing when they woke up to find the 
_entire front-page news censored leav- 
‘ing a big blank on page 1 of the 
daily. technically known . among 
Chinese newspapermen as an “open 
window facing the sky.” or “kai tien 
chong.” Part of its editorial was also 
censored and a big “window” was 
.jeft open on Page 5 of the paper. It 
‘ewas the un-used space left by an 
article dealing with the China war 
anniversary. Even parts of a news 
‘ story dealing with the same subject 
were left out. In its headline, which 
was also obviously censored, there 
{was one line reading “And Telegram 
Sent to General Chiang Kai-shek 
Expressing Respects.” 


Chiang Declaration Suppressed 


It was learned that the big white 
space on the front page was meant 
for publication of a long declaration 
Jor speech made by General Chiang 
4} Kai-shek in connection with the war 
anniversary yesterday, which radio- 
men connected with the Chinese 
press usually obtained from Chung- 
king before any foreign news agency 
could cover the story. The news 
article dealing with the anniversary 
published by the “National Herald", 
was also censored, forcing the paper;

AR@AS BY GENSRAL CHIANG KAI-SHEK ON THR THIRD ANNIVERSARY 
OF AUGUST 13 INCIDENT. 


Chungking, August 12. 


The following oven letter addressed to the fellow 
countrymen in the fallen areas has been issued by General Chiang 
Kai-shek on the 3rd Anniversary of the August 13 Incident :- 

On this day three years ago, we had only 3 
Divisions fighting in Shanghai against the combined 
strength of the Javanese army, navy and airforce of over 
200,000 men. Our men were moved with a strong revolutionary 
spirit and they have established among foreigners the 
reputation of the revolutionary force of the Chinese Kepublic 
and enhanced the standing of our country; in addition, 
they have revealed the national spirit of our soldiers and 
pveovle in their struggle for national defence and 
independence. Consequently, this date is a most worthy 
one for commemoration during our sacred a of resistance 
and national reconstruction. 

At that time, the Japanese held the view that China 
could be brought to terms by means of armed force. 

Therefore, they began their southward ageression after they 
hed occupied Tientsin and Peiping. In their view, China 
had no determination to make sacrifices, nor would she be 
able to oarry on a war for any length of time. They also 
thought that they would be able to effect the subjugation 

of China. To their surprise, China to-day is still 
possessed of a fighting spirit and she is stronger than 

she was at the time of the August 13 incident; furthermore 
she hes also won the respect of the world by her strong 
determination and unwavering spirit. Therefore, to 


China, the August 13 fighting is the beginning of her

war of resistance is of more importance than anything elsée 
I have had reports from time to time on the 


conditions existing in the fallen arease However, owing 


— Fe 
provably to difficulties of communicetion, I am still not 
fully acquainted with certain phases. In the past year 
the Japanese have probably intensified their schemes. Under 
such cireumstances, unless we are determined to rise for 
self-sreservation and cen not to allow such a stste of 
affairs to continue, there can be no space for us to 
exist side by side with them and there can be no hope for 
our future generations to reconstruct the country. How then 
can we vrove ourselves worthy of our country, our ancestors 
and our future generations? Another natter I would like 
to voint out is that the Javanese now likewise realise that 
we are unconquerable because of our strong spirite 
Consequently, their only hove is to curb our spirit and 
harm our morale. 

In short, all the peovle in the fallen areas are not 
in a position to escapve from this. We should understand for 
whom our fellow countrymen are sacrificing their lives. 

They did this for the sake of the country as well as for 
us alle Fellow countrymen, you should know that the 
Chinese people, the descendants of Bmperor Huang Tih, nave 
always preferred to be a broken jade rather than a comolete 
tile when face to face with alien invasion and they have 
always put up a strong struggle with a determined spirit. 

The spirit of "death rather than insult” is, 
indeed, an expression of the personality of the whole 
Chinese people. Living in a period like this, we must leave 
an example to our descendants so as to facilitate the 
development of the everlasting splendour of our race that has 
had a history of five thousand years. 

Dear fellow countrymer in the occupied areast 
I am confident that the Chinese people are unconquerable, 
and that they can endure sufferings and difficulties and 
are not afraid of death. The Chinese people will struggle 
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until final vicsory is acshievede 
I hope tint 214 of vou will re-vlize t:.:t the 
enemy is nenring the end of her days. Now it is the time 


for us to intensify our efforts for the liberation of our 


pecple. Chinese sons and dughters must not forget the 
Suiterings of oppressiwvnm und sleughter endured by elders 
and parents.
